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Jail Site is Mayor’s 
and Council’s Baby!!

On January 24, at 7 p.m., two gentle- 
men, Mike Dugan and Don Barden, ap- 
peared in the Romulus City Hall Coun- 
cil Chambers and spoke to the Mayor, 
Council, and 14 Romulus residents. The 
subject of thé discussion was a-pro- 
posed jail to be located here in our city. 
Mike Dugan is an Assistant to the 
County Executive, and Don Barden, the 
owner of Barden Cablevision, was on 
hand as a possible developer of the jail 
site. 
In last November's election, Wayne 
- County voters approved the develop- 
‘ment of a County jail to house criminals 
convicted of misdemeanors. The cities 
that are presently being considered as 
the site of such an institution are Rom- 
ulus, Hamtramck, and Highland Park. 
The proposed jail may be located in 
any one of those three places if the 
Council and Mayor of the city elect to 
have it in their community. ~ 

If more than one city is interested 

in the project, the County will make the 
final decision about the location, and 
Romulus appears to be high on the list. 

When Mayor Pro Tem Mary Ann 
Banks asked Dugan if a site had already 
been selected, he said no. 

Dugan said that the proposed facil- 
ity, which would house 840 prisoners, 
would be a minimum-security jail. That, 
according to Barden, would mean that 
the average inmate would be someone 
like your next-door neighbor, who may 
have written a bad check or been arrest- 
ed on adrunk driving charge. “Basically 
good people,” Barden said. (Minimum- 

‘security jails house people who are 
_ sentenced to one year or less by the 
judge.) 
_ According to’ Barden, the facility 
will cost approximately 30 to 35 million 
_ dollars. Dugan said that, if the jail were 
- to be located here in Romulus, the City 
_ would receive approximately $200,000 
ayear 
__ After explaining that the Mayor and 
‘City Council have the power to reject 
the jail site, Dugan requested that a 
Study of all pertinent information be 
made, and the results of that study be 
_ presented to Council, before any final 
ision.is formed. : 





The jail would employ approximate- 
ly 300 people, but there is no guarantee 
how many of those employees would 
be Romulus residents. 

As far as how the facility would af- 
fect the appearance of the landscape, 
Barden said that it would look like a 
college campus to someone just driv- 
ing by it. 

Mayor McAnally asked what re- 
sponsibilities our police department 
would incur if the facility were built in 
Romulus, and Dugan replied that it 
would be the same as that for-any other 
business, except the inside of the jail. 
When McAnally asked if the Depart- 
ment of the Wayne County Sheriff 
would be utilized, Dugan said that de- 
cision would have to be made by a 
judge. : 

* Councilman Raspberry said he had 
«... nothing in writing to take to my 
constituents, and this is election year. 
If | want to be here next year, | have to 
vote the way the people want me to.” 

Councilman Pennington said he 
would like to see a brochure on the 
benefits Romulus residents would re- 
ceive if the jail were built here. 

Mayor Pro Tem Banks held petitions 
from Romulus citizens who oppose the 
jail, but the total number of petitioners 
was not revealed. Dugan indicated he 
believed that the petitions were raised 
from fear and a lack of knowledge; 
Barden added that the word ‘jail’ often 
scares people if they are not familiar 
with all the facts. 

Several of the citizens in the audi- 
ence spoke up at the meeting. Melvin 
Zilka, Assistant Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works (DPW), said, “1 
think we should hear them (the County) 
out.” 

Said Fred Hay: “l am against ajail. 


| think we ought to give itto Hamtramck 


or whoever else wants it.’ 

Mr. Hay’s wife, Helen, added, “You 
Say ‘probably’ this and ‘probably’ that. 
| don’t believe this County man. I’m not 
in favor of the jail. We've given enough 
to the County with the Airport.” 

, On the day of the meeting, | also 
spoke with some of the local business 
people, and everyone that | talked to 


opposed the location of a prison facil- 
ity here in the City. 

In the last few days, The Romulus 
News also has received calls from sev- 
eral citizens who are against a jail be- 
ing built in our community. 

This is the way | see it: Yes, we need 
a jail, somewhere, to house the convict- 
ed criminals. There are cities that would 
like to have such a facility; let them 
have it. 

This city has gone through enough 
humiliation because of the Airport, and 
it is only now that we are, to some de- 
gree, getting away from that. If a jail 
was constructed here, it would only 
serve to further discourage new busi- 
ness from coming into our town — 
business which, over the years, would 
add more tax base than a jail could 
ever hope to bring. 

| feel that it would be a big mistake 
for the City to give the go-ahead ona 
prison facility, and that our elected of- 
ficials should wipe from their minds 
any such thoughts. 

The County has said that it will sign 
contracts with the City. Well, we all 
know that contracts are made to be 
broken, don’t we? _ 

It is time, once again, for you to 
contact your Councilmen and Mayor

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Going Down the Tubes

Once again, the Downtown Devel- 
opment Authority (DDA) is unable to 
come up with clear and concise plans 
as to what should be done to and/or 
with the downtown area of Romulus. 

When | attended a DDA meeting 
several months ago, the idea top on 
the priority list was a plan to semi- 
straighten the curve at Goddard and 
Hunt in the downtown area of Romulus, 
and have it come out at or near the front 
of the Wonder/Hostess Thrift Store. 

Before that meeting was over, | be- 
lieved | had convinced them that a park- 
ing lot in the downtown area would be 
more appropriate at this time. The next 
couple of meetings consisted of trying 
to find ways to get enough money to- 
gether to purchase the old gas station 
at Sterling and Goddard, which would 
be a perfect location for a parking lot. 

According to the City Planner, there 
is presently a need for approximately 
600 parking spots in the downtown de- 
velopment area; however, according to 
him, only 500 are scattered throughout 
that area. That, by anyone’s computa- 
tion, leaves the City needing at least 
100 more parking spaces. 

At the last meeting of the DDA, 
however, the members decided that a 
parking lot is not, after all, the appro-. 
priate priority at the present time (they 
feel that people can use the IGA parking 
lot and the lot owned by Manufacturers 
Bank); instead, they have reverted to 
their original priority of straightening 
Goddard, beautifying it, and bringing 
more traffic into the downtown area. 
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It would seem to me that anyone 
with a first- or second-grade education 
can add and subtract. If we are already 
in need of an additional 100 parking 
spaces, then why would we bring more 
traffic Downtown, and make an already 
congested parking situation into some- 
thing even worse? The owner of the 
Romulus IGA, Ron Jernigan, is not go- 
ing to continue to allow people to park 
in his lot forever, especially if they are 
not shopping in his store, and he can 
hardly be blamed for that. 

As far as beautification is con- 
cerned, the last project was a total dis- 
aster, in my opinion. Taking up those 
many, much-needed parking spaces 
with trees and pots showed a lack of 
foresight and planning about the future 
needs of the downtown area. Again; 
why would anyone want to make a big 
problem even bigger? 

Now, the DDA wants to straighten 
Goddard so it comes out even closer to 
Wayne Road than had originally been 
planned, according to the meeting | last 
attended. If that ends up being the case, 
then there are many homes, both on 
and near Goddard, that would have to 
be purchased. What happens if those 
people don’t want to sell their prop- 
erty? Would the DDA ask City Council 
to condemn it? That's what one person 
at the meeting suggested. 

No one agrees any more than | do 
that Goddard needs to be straightened, 
and no one agrees more than | do that 
this city definitely needs some beautifi- 
cation work done, but putting the cart 
in front of the horse is not going to ac- 
complish anything — except, possibly, 
putting the whole thing down the tubes. 

It's plain to anyone who has the 
ability to see that we need more park- 
ing Downtown, and it’s also plain that 
we need more business there — but 
anyone who can add and subtract can 
figure out, relatively easily, that if we 
already need more parking space, we

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Elwart Attends 
State Program 


Detroit Tiger legend Micky Lolich 
joined Dr. Daniel R. Elwart of Romulus 
at a recent seminar titled, “Meeting the 
Athletic Challenge.” This seminar was 
presented by the Michigan Chiropractic 
Society (MCS) as a part of State-ap- 
proved continuing education training 
techniques.

In my practice | frequently see ill- 
nesses, both mental and physical, 
which are a result of stress.

Then list the worst 
thing that could happen in each of the 
problem areas. Decide that you can 
live with that result.

Review this list each 
morning and afternoon, and plan out 
your day to accomplish as much as 
possible.

The purpose of worry, stress or 
anxiety is to motivate you to solve 
your problems. If you have done every- 
thing you can to solve your problems, 
worry is useless.

‘When to Visit 
a Chiropractor 


This sixth of a series of articles on 
Chiropractic medicine is reprinted from 
Pain, Headaches, & Stress by Chester 
A. Wilk, D.C., P.C., and was submitted 
by Dan Elwart, D.C. 

It should be emphasized that achiro- 
practor does not treat diseases per se, 
but rather treats the patient in an effort 
to assist the patient’s body to attain a 
greater level of health and resistance 
to disease. Where medicine tries to 
overwhelm a disease or symptom with- 
in a patient, a chiropractor strives to 
strengthen the patient. Chiropractic is 
dedicated to building health and resis- 
tance — not to the direct treatment of 
disease. Disease is the absence of 
health. 

The ability of a body to recover from 
illness varies with the health and resis- 





tance of the patient, the kind of ailment, 
and the time and duration of the illness. 
The limits of chiropractic care for each 
are therefore confined to the astound- 
ing ability of the patient’s body to heal 
itself, with the help of a chiropractor. 
We can’t be more specific than this. 
Chiropractic treatments are an assist to 
nature, while only nature cures. Often- 
times the doctor of chiropractic will 
suggest that a doctor of medicine be 
consulted simultaneously with care 
by the chiropractor. One would also 
expect the medical doctor to seek con- 
sultation from a chiropractic doctor in 
those many situations where the chiro- 
practor’s training and skills would aid 
the rapid return to health of a patient. 

The following list of ailments repre- 
sents a compilation of information from 
the New Zealand Government Inquiry 
into Chiropractic (1979) and the Batten 
and Associates Study, Des Moines, 
lowa (1963). While some of the ailments 
may be typically more responsive to 
chiropractic care than others, they are

Persons who have not been dis- 
charged or excused as prospective ju- 
rors are subject to selection to serve 
on a jury. The names of the prospective 


jurors must be selected by a random _ 


blind draw from the container. 

Following the examination of the 
jurors to determine their competency, 
if any are excused the clerk draws other 
names from the container to fill any 
vacancies. : 

The court may direct that 13 or more 
jurors be impanelled to sit in a felony 
case. After the instructions to the jury 
have been given and the case submit- 
ted, the names of the jurors are to be 
placed in a container and names drawn

Challenges are either pe- 
remptory or for cause. In aperemptory 
challenge, the attorney need not have 
any reason for the challenge. The right 
of peremptory challenges is not, of it- 
self, a right to select, but a right to re- 
ject jurors. Peremptory challenges are 


limited by law. 


A challenge for cause is based on 
bias, partiality, disqualifying opinion, 
or other facts disclosed that indicate 
the juror will not be able to render an 











impartial decision.
